Child's spouse;

Registered domestic partner's parent;

Registered domestic partner's sibling;

. Reqgistered domestic partner's child;

. Registered domestic partner's child's spouse;

Grandparent;

Grandparent's spouse;

Grandchild:;

Grandchild's spouse;

Registered domestic partner's grandparent;

Registered domestic partner's grandparent's spouse;

Registered domestic partner's grandchild; or

Registered domestic partner's grandchild's spouse.
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For purposes of this subsection, a conflict of interest existsif the notary public would foreseeably derive
some pecuniary benefit from the execution of the document being notarized.’

SUMMARY

This amendment prohibits a notary public from performing a notarial act for a family member if
the notary public would foreseeably derive some pecuniary benefit from the execution of the document
being notarized.
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
